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Robertson—Breeder and Builder 
A Story of Holstein Success Without Capital 


By WM. A. 


OT long ago a subscriber asked us to publish some 
N real life stories of breeders who have made a finan- 

cial success from their Holstins, starting without cap- 
ital, and not receiving outside aid from some other busi- 
ness. It is partly in response to this request that we pub- 
lish here the story of H. E. Robertson, who started not so 
many years ago with the following assets. 

1. A worn-out, undeveloped farm in Ohio which 

for years had returned the Robertson family only a 

bare living. 

2. A college education which he had earned by 
the sweat of his brow. 

3. Health, strength, and a boundless ambition 
and enthusiasm. 

Today, at only forty years old, he is the owner of as 
fine a Holstein herd of its size as can be found anywhere 
—a herd that pays him a good profit at the pail with a herd 
average of about 15,000 lbs. milk per cow and one that 
takes rank with the very greatest show herds in the 
country; a beautiful home that could not be built today 
for $70,000; a farm of 140 fertile acres in the Susquehan- 
na Valley; a fine layout of modern, well equipped barns; 
in short, as neat a little Holstein plant as anyone could 
ask to own. And, as he will tell you, the Holstein cow 
paid for it all. 

Young Harold Robertson grew up on a farm in south- 
ern Ohio—the kind of a farm that requires endless hours 
of drudgery every day to return even the bare necessities 
of life. Naturally, he grew up to hate farming and entered 
Purdue University, taking a course in electrical engineer- 
ing and working his way through. At Purdue, he became 
interested in scientific agriculture and eventually dropped 
the engineering work and enrolled in the agricultural 
course, following which he returned home, took over the 
old farm and started to put into practice what he had 
learned. 

He was not at that time particularly interested in Hol- 
steins, but decided to go into general farming and stock 
raising on an extensive scale. He went into debt to 
build new buildings, to plant orchards, to tile drain and 
reclaim waste land, to stock the farm with beef cattle, 
hogs and other farm animals. From year to year, he built 
up the fertility of the farm, added new improvements and 
increased his live stock holdings. His books showing a 
continued loss on the beef cattle, he closed them out and 
stocked up with Holsteins and after more years of hard 
work, both physical and mental, he had the farm on a 
paying basis and had the satisfaction of seeing his debts 
decreasing instead of increasing. 





PRESCOTT 


Shortly after the war, he received a very flattering 
offer from a party that wanted to buy his farm, which by 
that time was recognized as one of the best paying farms 
in his community. He did not accept the offer, but feel- 
ing the need of a vacation leased the farm for a year, and 
with his wife started out on an automobile trip through 
the east. One night was spent in York, Pennsylvania, 
where the Robertson’s were much attracted by the clean, 
progressive little city and by the beauty of the surround- 
ing country. More by accident than anything else, he 
discovered his present location—140 acres of fertile river 
bottom land—where the owner had a beautiful summer 
home. It was for sale at a price that seemed like a real 
bargain, so on the spur of the moment he contracted to 
buy it, hurried home, sold his old farm, had an immense 
auction which drew crowds from miles around and sold 
everything he owned, retaining only his favorite pure bred 
Holstein heifer, Lady Murat Licking, later to become 
famous as the dam of the Reserve All-American junior 
yearling, King Piebe of York 39th. 

On taking over his new establishment, Robertson 
planned to specialize in registered Holsteins on an inten- 
sive rather than an extensive scale and with the best 
herd sire that money could buy. His search for a bull 
lasted, so he tells us, for six months and carried him 
into thirty-three states, he finally payftng $8,000 to 
Sen. Hackney for a bull whose name he had changed to 
King Piebe of York, a promising son of Piebe Laura 
Ollie Homestead King from one of the 1,000-lb. daughters 
of King .Segis Pontiac Count. 

This proved to be Robertson’s most successful invest- 
ment. In the eight years that this bull has been in serv- 
ice at the Robertson Farms, Mr. Robertson has sold a 
large number of his sons, several of them for four-figure 
prices; has sold quite a number of his daughters for good 
money; and now with the exception of perhaps a half 
dozen of his foundation females, the entire herd of about 
100 head are descendants of this sire who is still in active 
service at ten years old. His sons and daughters have 
been prominent winners at leading shows all through 
the east and middle west, but of that, more later. A two- 
year-old daughter has milked over 22,000 lbs. in a year 
with 916 lbs. butter, and many other daughters have made 
very creditable records under just good dairy conditions, 
without, forcing. 


When Robertson first took over the farm and. having 
secured his herd sire, his next job was to build adequate 
barns and pick out his foundation females. This had pre- 


viously been a tobacco farm and the tobacco shed was 
accordingly turned into a calf barn and enlarged to in-

clude stalls for test cows and for the bulls, 
The main milking barn was built ‘adjoining, — 
another wing housing the yearling heifers” 
so that the entire barn is all under one roof ~ 
The picture on our front cover gives some 
idea of the outward appearance, but doeg 
not show the convenient arrangement ang 
scrupulous neatness and cleanliness of the 
interior. 


Having plunged so heavily on his herg 
and on his barns, Robertson had to eecongs® 


mize somewhat on foundation cows and 
accordingly, did not purchase many high 
priced females. He did, however, exercige 


considerable care in his selections, buying 
for the most part undeveloped animals of ag 
good type as he could find and those that 
showed good promise for the future. 

With the same enthusiasm that has char- 
acterized all his operations thus far, Rob. 
ertson started a comprehensive program of 
official testing. One of his cows, a daughter 
of Spring Farm King, on official test, milked 
722.5 lbs. in 7 days, 3,118.2 lbs. in 30 days 
and: almost 25,000 lbs. in a year. A daugh- 
ter of Finderne Pride Johanna Korndyke 
milked over 21,000 lbs. in a year as a junior 
two-year-old. Big records kept coming, the 
first calves by King Piebe of York lovked 
very promising, and everything seemed rosy, 

Then began a period of hard luck, which 
perhaps in a way turned out to be good 
luck. Many of the high record cows devel- 
oped breeding troubles due as he finally de- 


cided to over-feeding and forcing. He de- 
cided to have an accredited herd and he 


had a federal test which wiped out a large 
percentage of his herd and left him in about 
as precarious condition financially as he had 
been at any time during his long, hard, up- 
ward climb. Nothing daunted, however, he 
threw himself into the task of cleaning up 
the herd with the result that the Robertson 
herd has now been fully accredited for quite 
a number of. years and has been built up 
practically all by breeding rather than by 
buying. He gave up the practice of over- 
feeding and forcing for high records, hand- 
ling his test cows the same as he handles 
his commercial dairy except that they are 
milked four times daily. Robertson found 
that the increased production from milking 
four times a day in the case of his better 
producers more than paid for the extra labor 
and that is the only reason that his cows 
are run on four-time work rather than in 
Class B or Class C. This would, perhaps, 
not be possible if Robertson did not have 
quite a remarkable market for his milk. The 
Robertson Farms milk is sold as special Hol- 
stein milk for babies and is produced with 
a bacteria count of not more ‘than 10,000 per 
Cc. C., often running as low as 2,300. The 
only difference between Robertson’s milk and 
certified milk is that the fat content is sup 
posed to be that of normal Holstein milk— 
about 3.5%—and the bacteria count is usual- 
ly even lower than that required for certi- 
fied milk. He is able to sell all that he can 
produce of this in bulk at twelve cents @ 
quart, the distributor who bottles and retails 
it getting eighteen cents a quart from the 
customers. The sanitary caps which cover 
the milk bottle are labeled “Robertson Farms 
Special Holstein Milk—Just as it Comes 
from the Cow—Not Pasteurized—Tuberculin 
Tested.” He does not find it necessary to do 
very much advertising of milk in order to 
sell his entire output. The barns at the Rob- 
ertson Farms are snow white outside and 
inside at all times. The sterilizing and milk- 
cooling equipment is the most modern and 
efficient obtainable. Even the paved barn- 
yard is as clean and dry as a ball room floor. 
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THE GET OF KING PIEBE OF YORK 
This and other Gets by this sire have won first 41 times out 
of 44 shows the past four years besides many other firsts in 
earlier years. Has iost only one blue the past two years and 
that at the National Dairy Show.

The manure is spread on the land almost as fast as it 
drops and with over 100 animals on a 140-acre farm there 
is enough manure to maintain the farm in a very high 
state of fertility. With the exception of twelve acres of 
pasture and one small woodlot on one corner of the farm, 
the entire farm is devoted to the raising of alfalfa and 
silage corn; and so great is the fertility of the land that 
corn can be grown successfully on it year after year with- 
out rotation.of crops. After the fourth cutting of alfalfa 
is off, the alfalfa fields provide additional pasture for late 
fall. Nothing is ever sold from the farm except Hol- 
steins and Holstein products. 
Success in the Show Ring 

Robertson came to York and started building his herd 
in the spring of 1920. In the fall of 1921, he exhibited 
the first of the Get of King Piebe of York at the York 
Fair which is one of the very best of the many excellent 
district fairs in Pennsylvania, which in that state take 
the place of a single state fair. Here, according to a 
report which appeared in the World at that time, the Get 
of King Piebe of York-won first in every class in which 
they were exhibted, taking both junior championships, 
first prize Get of Sire, calf herd and young herd. The fol- 
lowing year in 1922, in addition to successful showing at 
York and other local fairs, Robertson also showed at 
Maryland State Fair which is only about an hour and a 
half of fast driving from York. Here a yearling son was 
first and junior champion, a senior calf was second and 


‘a junior calf first, sevéral females also placing well up. 


Since that year, the Robertson show herd has never 
missed a Maryland State Fair or a York Fair. Each year,

as his herd developed and he was able to put out a better 
and better string, Robertson increased his show circuit, 
covering the principal fairs of Pennsylvania and occa- 
sionally getting as far from home as the New York and 
Maryland State Fairs. By 1927, he felt that his herd was 
good enough to make the major eastern circuit, covering 
eleven shows which included the New York, Maryland 
and South Carolina State Fairs, Eastern States Exposi- 
tion, Trenton Tri-State Fair and, of course, the York Fair 
and other Pennsylvania shows. Over this hard circuit, 
the offspring of King Piebe of York were undefeated. in 
the Get of Sire class, one son, King Piebe of York 39th, 
was also undefeated, winning a large number of junior 
championships and several grand championships, and was 
named Reserve All-American junior yearling, while many 
other members of the herd made almost as good a show- 
ing. 

In 1928, he sent out two show herds. The first herd 
showing at Kutztown, Pennsylvania; Flemington, N. J.; 
New York and Maryland State Fairs; Reading, Pa.; East- 
ern States, Trenton, York Fair, National Dairy Exposition 
and the two leading fairs of South Carolina and Columbia 
and Spartanburg. The second show herd started out at 
Central States Exposition, Illinois, Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia State Fairs, and Far Hills, New Jersey, after which 
the tops of the second herd joined with the tops of the 
first herd to make Eastern States and the balance of the 
circuit. At these sixteen shows, the herd: won a total of 
352 ribbons, including 38 championships, 116 blues, 80 sec- 
onds, 55 thirds, 24 fourths and 15 fifths. The Get of King

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Research In Dairying 


Extracts From the Annual Report of Hon. W. M. JARDINE, Secretary of Agriculture 


ESEARCH conducted by the department’s Bureau of 

Dairy Industry is throwing invaluable light on many 

practical problems. An example is its work on the 
mineral constituents of a ration, particularly calcium and 
phosphorus, which shows their importance in maintaining 
a normal milk flow and probably also in bringing about 
successful reproduction. The bureau has demonstrated 
that a large milk yield can not be kept up without draw- 
ing on the reserve mineral supply in the animal’s skeleton 
if calcium and phosphorus are not available in the feed. 
These minerals are much more readily available in proper- 
ly cured legume hay, particularly alfalfa, than in the in- 
organic form. The practical significance of these facts is 
obvious. 

Important facts have also been learned recently about 
the cow’s udder. It had been generally believed that the 
milk-storing capacity of the cow’s udder is not more than 
half a pint to each quarter, and that the greater part of 
the milk obtained at milking is secreted during the milk- 
ing process. That this is incorrect was demonstrated by 
slaughtering cows just previous to the usual milking time. 
The udders were amputated and the milk drawn. In one 
experiment the quantity obtained averaged 61.1 per cent 
of the normal yield by the same cows. In another test 
the quantity obtained was 76 per cent of that given by 
the cows when alive. It was shown that milk secretion 
is largely a continuous process and that the capacity of 
the secretory system is much greater than had been 
supposed. This knowledge should help to lay a more 
scientific foundation for the selection of dairy cattle. 

The sterility cf cattle, or their failure to reproduce, is 
one of the greatest sources of loss to the dairy industry. 
Experiments by the bureau have shown that some forms 
of sterility in cows can be overcome by feeding sprouted 
oats. Sprouted grains, together with regular exercise, are 
effective also in prolonging the active service of valuable 
sires. Other experiments show that when roughages of 
the proper quality are available, cows of more than aver- 
age producing capacity obtain sufficient nutrients from a 
ration consisting entirely of roughage. Cows with a pro- 
ducing capacity considerably above the average utilize 
grain profitably when fed at the rate of one pound to each 
six pounds of milk produced per day. They can not do so, 
however, when fed grain at the rate of 1 pound to each 3 
pounds of milk produced. 

Breeding projects undertaken by the bureau continue 
with favorable results. Bulls are provided from its _ex- 
perimental breeding herds for other Federal institutional 
herds and for State universities and agricultural colleges. 
Two daughters of two of these bulls, one in the herd of 
the University of California and the other in the herd 
of the New Jersey Agricultural College, made world’s 
records for their respective age classes last year. 

Records Prove Value of Work 

Some 200 young bulls are used on the herds of farmers 
in the vicinity of the bureau’s experimental herds, chiefly 
for the purpose of determining their hereditary make-up 
for milk and butterfat producing capacity. In the vicinity 
of the experiment station at Huntley, Mont., 94 daughters 
of the bureau’s bulls have completed a year’s production 
record. This shows an increase per cow per year of 77.4 
pounds of butterfat over the record of their dams, when 
both records are computed to a mature basis. The in- 
creased fat production had a local value of not less than 
$34.06 per cow per year. The farmers living near the 
Huntley station herd have some 425 heifers sired by the 
bureau’s bulls. If the increased production shown by the 
94 already mentioned is maintained by the other 33 
heifers, the annual value of the increased output will 
aggregate some $14,475. The bulls found to have an in- 
heritance for a high level of production will be used in 
the bureau’s experimental herds or in the herds of co- 
operating agricultural colleges. 

That the average production of dairy cows in the 
United States might be greatly increased is a matter of 
common observation. The average dairy cow produces 
about 4,500 pounds of milk and 180 pounds of butterfat a 
year. Contrast this showing with the performance of the 
cows in dairy herd-improvement associations. Records 
of the production of such cows are regularly tabulated 
by the Bureau of Dairy Industry on the basis of informa- 





tion representing dairy herd-improvement associations in 
43 States. In 1927 the average production of cows owned 
by members of these associations was 7,410 pounds of 
milk and 293 pounds of butterfat. This showing is con- 
siderably greater than that made by the dairy herd-im- 
provement associations in 1920. In that year the average 
production of association cows was only 5,989 pounds of 
milk and 247 pounds of butterfat. Each year since 1929 
has seen a gain in the average production. The Bureay 
of Dairy Industry cooperates with a majority of the States 
in the dairy herd-improvement work, which takes rank 
among the most effective means of increasing the 
efficiency of American dairying. 
‘Studies of Dairy Sanitation 

Valuable results have come from studies of dairy 
sanitation by the bureau. How to handle milking machines 
so as to produce milk of low bacterial count is a problem 
on dairy farms. The bureau ‘has evolved a simple, in- 
expensive methed of cleaning and _ sterilizing such 
machines. This method, which can be used on any farm, 
enables the dairyman under average farm conditions to 
produce milk even in the summer with an average bac- 
terial count as low as 2,000 or 3,000 per cubic centimeter. 

Another recent contribution to dairy sanitation made 
by: the bureau is the demonstration of economical methods 
for producing steam on the small dairy farm for the 
sterilization of utensils. City health departments often 
require steam sterilization of all dairy utensils, because 
the unsterilized utensil is the greatest source of bacterial 
contamination in fresh milk. Tests made by the bureau 
cover sterilizing cabinets constructed of wood, concrete, 
and galvanized iron. Other tests were made with a small 
galvanized water heater and steamer. The first device 
mentioned requires a steam boiler for its operation and 
the second does not. When the tests were completed 
blue prints of approved types of sterilizers were drawn 
up and sent to dairymen, milk inspsctors, and other 
interested persons. The tests showed the bacteriological 
efficiency of the different appliances examined and also 
the cost of operation of each type. 

Milk dealers, as well as milk producers, are confronted 
with bacteriological problems. One such problem is how 
to obtain milk of a low bacterial count, and another is how 
to handle milk so that it will not become recontaminated. 
In order to learn where and how recontamination of milk 
chiefly occurs, studies were made at 97 milk plants of 
varying size and type. These studies showed that the 
mangement and proper cleaning of equipment in the milk 
plant are of vital importance, and indicated also that the 
importance of proper distribution of refrigeration in cold- 


storage rooms is not always recognized. Variations in 
temperature amounting to as much as 15° F. sometimes 
exist in different parts of a cold-storage room. This 


knowledge has led to further studies in methods of air 
circulation and in the arrangement of refrigerator rooms. 

It is well known, of course, that the conservation of 
milk in a condensed, evaporated, or desiccated form is 
based on the destruction of bacteria or on the creation of 
conditions tending to prevent the development of bacteria. 
It is also a matter of common knowledge that the flavor 
of butter and cheese depends greatly on the encourage- 
ment of bacteria producing desirable effects and on the 
suppression of bacteria tending to cause spoilage. 

Bacteria Growth Rate 

Accordingly the bureau has studied conditions govern- 
ing the rate of growth of bacteria, the effects of growth 
of one species on another species, and various other 
bacterial problems. It has been discovered that the cells 
in passing through different stages of normal growth 
undergo physiological changes which exercise a marked 
effect on the resistance of the bacteria to heat and other 
unfavorable conditions. Bacteria in the rapidly growimgs 
stage, for example, can be more easily destroyed than is 
possible after they reach a more dormant condition. This 
knowledge has a practical application in the preparation 
of “starters.” It has also been successfully applied in the 
development of methods to suppress abnormal fermenta- 
tions in cheese. 

Some of the bureau’s recent contributions to our 
knowledge about dairying, while of the highest practical

Starting 
practically from scratch after working his way through 
college, Robertson has arrived at a foremost place in the 
industry today. His herd has, for the past several years, 
been able to rather more than hold its own with competing 
herds at the leading shows of the east and has likewise 
demonstrated production of a high order as attested by 
the herd average of 15,000 lbs. in the past year. 

This result has been made possible only by the ex- 
ercise of sound, business judgment all the way through 
First in the choice of a location near a thriving industrial 
town, an important consideration in the development: of a 
special market for the products which Robertson had in 
mind from the beginning. So carefully have the exacting 
details of special market milk production been attended 
to that Robertson today enjoys one of the finest markets 
for the entire product of his herd that any breeder in 
America regardless of breed can boast of in this country 
today. 

In laying the foundation for his herd of Holsteins, 
Robertson recognized the importance of getting the right 
sire and before making his purchase made a search 
through thirty-three states over a period of six months, 
which finally culminated in the purchase of King Piebe 
of York, a son of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, 
from one of the great daughters of King Segis Pontiac 
Count. This fact is cited not because the search resulted 





in the purchase of King Piebe of York, as important as th 
event proved to be, but because it illustrates the - 
with which Robertson has studied his major problems 
they have arisen. For the rest of the details, we refs 
you to the story itself. - 

It will be recalled that we recently asked our reader 
to help us in the matter of getting together material 
about: breeders who have started from a small beginnin 
and won out with the Holstein cow. Please do not tte 
from this story of the Robertson Farm that to be eligible 
for consideration in this connection a breeder must have 
won success comparable to that which has attended Mr 
Robertson’s efforts. We have already received some 
excellent suggestions in response to our request and wilj 
welcome more. 


Improved Business 
USINESS in the Secretary’s office at Brattleboro 
B continues to reflex the improved condition of the 
Holstein industry, according to the October report. 
Although October 1927 marked the beginning of the period 
of substantial improvement as shown in the business of 
the Secretary’s office, October 1928 makes a still further 
substantial advance. Registrations applied for during 
October numbered 10,332, as compared with 8,699 in 
October 1927, and 7,983 in October 1926. This is an in- 
crease of 18.77 per cent over 1927 and 29.3 per cent over 
1926. It may also be significant to note that October 1928 
exceeds the average for the whole year by nearly 300, 
while October 1927 fell short of this average by over 300 
and October 1926 by over 1,100. Figures on applications 
for transfer are also encouraging, totalling 7,221 for 
October 1928, compared with 6,471 for the same month in 
1927 and 5,821 for October 1926. These are representing 
percentage gains of 11.6 per cent over 1927 and 24.1 per 
cent over 1926. The first ten months of 1928 are running 
about 5.7 per cent ahead of the similar period in 1927, 
Membership applications for the ten months’ period has 
averaged 156 compared with an average of 135 in 1927 
and 130 in 1926. 
These figures indicate conclusively a healthy expansion 
in the activities of the industry. Business is better. 


An Inspiring Record

from Oregon, who has just been awarded the H. A. 
Moses trophy as the outstanding Calf Club member in the 
United States, the award carrying with it a free trip to 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Club Congress held this week in 
Chicago in connection with the International Live Stock 
Exposition. Only eighteen years old and just out of high 
school, he has been enrolled with the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America as a Calf Club member since 1922, 
during which time his Holsteins have been exhibited at 
167 shows, winning a total of $2,253.00 and he has also 
been selected as the champion junior showman; but of 
even more importance is his work as an organizer. We 
are told that he has organized six different clubs and has 
been a leader in a seventh club; has coached three judging 
teams that have won first if county fair contests and has 
participated in 45 judging contests and more than 60 club 
demonstrations.

One thing is noticeable: The great distributors keep 
reaching out into new territory as rapidly as it is de- 
yeloped to secure their growing requirements. This is 
well exemplified by recent instances in the South. For 
several years the farmers have been urged to resort to 
diversified farming, with nerds of dairy cattle as a back 
ground « for bolstering their farming business. Today 
there are thousands upon thousands of dairy cows in 
sections of the South where a few years ago there were 
comparatively few. As quickly as these dairy sections 
developed the big condensaries and cheese companies put 
up mammoth plants and are eagerly scanning the country 
for still more sites. In addition, local creameries and 
cheese factories have sprung up and the supply in every 
instance to date has been grabbed up, with more wanted. 
Ice cream factories use enormous amounts of milk, and 
there are other demands growing rapidly. Consumption 
of raw milk rises gradually. 

People are making use of the recently discovered in- 
herent value of milk as a food, a recent discovery despite 
the fact that the human race has virtually been raised by 
its foster mother, the dairy cow. Thus we find an in- 
creasing number of dairymen and cows, and the owners 
find there is nothing produced on the farm having a 
steadier demand than their dairy products, whether in raw 
milk or finished goods. Recent years have seen a slight 
shift in the per cent demand for butter, for in 1909 about 
60 per cent of the milk produced went into butter and 
cheese whereas now about 40 per cent goes into these 
products. But the prospect for the dairy industry is that 
the demand for whole milk, cream, ice cream and con- 
densed milk will increase more rapidly than the demand 
for butter and cheese as long as urban population con- 
tinues to increase at a rapid rate, and the purchasing 
power of the city consumer is maintained at or above 
present levels. Great consuming centers are reaching 
out into the country hundreds of miles to secure their 
milk supplies and in the meantime the producing sections 
are themselves consuming more of their own products. 

It takes a pessimist or beef man to think that the pro- 
duction of milk is being overdone or ever will be. All 
that any dairyman needs to do is to increase his herd 
average by weeding, feeding and breeding so that he can 
produce more without increasing his herd. If he does 
this, and his children and children’s children follow the 
same procedure, they need not fear cost of production nor 
over production.—An editorial in the Jersey Bulletin. 


ULTIMATE AIM OF AGRICULTURAL COOPERATION 


“Cooperative Marketing cannot be considered ultimate- 
ly successful unless it adds something to the richness of 
life,’ say the authors of ‘Practical Cooperative Market- 
ing’—a new book just off the presses of John Wiley & 
Sons, Inc., New York. Mr. A. W. McKay, Senior Marketing 
Economist of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, and Mr. C. H. Lane, Chief of the Agricultural Service 
of the Federal Board for Vocational Education, the 
authors, go on to say: “It is the primary object of a co- 
operative association, of course, to increase the farm in- 
come of its members, but this increased income must be 
translated into better living and greater educational and 
social opportunities. Cooperative associations can, and 
do encourage this development, and aside from economic 
gains, can make the community a better place in which 
to live.” 


Speaking of the future, Messrs. McKay and Lane 
state: “Cooperative marketing is in process of develop- 
ment. The associations in the future will be called on 
to meet new problems and to assume new and larger re: 
sponsibilities. There will be even greater need than 
there is today (1) for trained farm leaders who are 
equipped to become directors and officers, and (2) for 
young men with agricultural business training who will 
become the managers and principal executives of the ex- 
panding cooperative organizations.” 

The book as written is a clear-cut searching analysis 
of the aims, accomplishments and limitations of coopera- 
tive marketing. The organization, financing and manage- 
ment of an association are covered as well as specific in- 
formation given on a variety of cooperatives such as live 
stock, dairy products, poultry, potatoes, fruits, cotton, 
wheat, wool. Reasons for the success or failure of asso- 
ciations are also discussed. 

Secretary Jardine has written an introduction for the 
book.

value, involve more technical description than can be 
given in this report. The examples cited are intended 
merely to give an idea of the character and value of the 
work done. An easily grasped instance is the application 
of an investigation recently made on the’ viscosity of milk 
and cream. Viscosity is important commercially because 
it affects the whipping quality of cream and the appear- 
ance of table cream. Cream with a poor viscosity, even 
though containing the requisite amount of  butterfat, 
appears thin to the consumer. A dealer selling such 
cream is consequently at a disadvantage when competing 
with another selling cream having the same butter fat 
content but greater viscosity. The department’s re- 
searches into thir problem led to the development of 
several methods for increasing the viscosity of cream. 
Methods have also been developed whereby the destruc- 
tion of viscosity by different practices in milk-handling 
plants may be prevented. In the same connection valuable 
data have been obtained regarding the effects on milk 
and cream of temperature, aging, acidity, heating, and 
other factors. Methods have also been developed by 
which strongly flavored feeds may be given to dairy 
animals without tainting their milk. This is of great 
importance, because losses from off-flavored milk amount 
to many million dollars annually. 


IMPORTS CHECKED BY TARIFF 

Increases in the tariff rates on butter, cheese, and milk 
have checked but not stopped imports of dairy products. 
In 1920 the United States imported 37,000,000 pounds of 
butter. Following the enactment of the tariff, imports 
dropped to 7,000,000 in 1922, but this was only a temporary 
decline, as in 1923 imports amounted to 24,000,000 pounds. 
The increase in the tariff on butter from 8 to 12 cents per 
pound, effective March 6, 1926, did not eliminate imports 
but has held them to about 8,000,000 pounds per year in 
the past two years. The increase in the import duty on 
Swiss cheese from 25 to 37% per cent ad valorem, effective 
July 8, 1927, had a temporary effect in the checking of 
imports of cheese from Switzerland, but in the past few 
months imports have again recovered to about the same 
level as before the tariff went into effect. Imports of milk 
and cream from Canada have increased from 2,590,000 
gallons in 1919 to 7,479,000 gallons in 1926. Sanitary regu- 
lations, effective May 15, 1927, temporarily reduced 1m- 
ports; but a quick recovery from this reduction is to be 
expected.

They will probably 
be shipped. next June or July from 
New York. The college will pay the 
freight from that point.

Mar- 
shall’s calf was well-grown, splendidly 
developed and properly fitted and 
showed a great deal of work on 
Marshall’s part. The second prize 
was given by Judge Eves to Russell 
Hill of Brockport, New York, which 
is quite a ways from Memphis, Ten- 
nessee. And, by the way, we must 
not forget to congratulate the boys 
and girls from such a far off state 
who made the great effort to exhibit 
at the National. The third prize was 
awarded to Geo. Alderson of Wau- 
coma, Iowa. Thus we have all three 
states placing in the first three 
monies. The fourth prize in this class 
was given to Harvey Carnes of Ft. 
Atkinson, Wis. 

In the Senior Yearling Class only 
two animals were exhibited and both 
were owned by Rex Pieplow of 
Aurora, Iowa. Rex was spoken of 
prominently in his winnings at the 
Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and 
is one of the outstanding calf club 
boys of Iowa. Both of his animals 
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were real typy, splendidly fitted and 
looked mighty fine at the National. 

In the Cow Class we find Rex Pie- 
plow of Aurora, lowa, again placing 
first and on this splendid two-year- 
old Rex was awarded the grand 
champion honors of the show receiv- 
ing the True Type medal finished in 
gold awarded by The Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America. Paul 
Sauerbry of Oelwein, Iowa, placed 
second—these being the two entries 
in this class. 

The Showmanship Contest 


The Showmanship Contest at the 
National was one of the most splendid 
features which we have witnessed 
in club work. There were a great 
many entries and three judges worked 
a very long time to select the cham- 
pion of each breed and then the 
champion over all breeds. Many of 
the young people had evidently been 
training for a good many weeks with 
this event in view. The judges con- 
sidered the manner in which the ani- 
mals were fitted and the way in which 
the owners handled them in the ring. 


Marshall Gafke of Oregon, Dane 
County, Wisconsin, was selected as 
the outstanding Holstein showman 


and received the medal offered by our 
Association. He also won the great 
distinction of being the champion 
calf club showman at the National. 
The State Club Groups 

There were three state club groups 
entered from Iowa, Wisconsin and 
New York respectively. Five heifers 
made up the group in each case. The 
first prize went to Fayette County, 
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Iowa, they showing a splendid group 
of five. The second prize was 
awarded to Wisconsin and the third to 
New York. 

Plans are now under way to jp. 
crease the Holstein calf club show 
many times at the next National 
Dairy Show which will be held. jn 
St. Louis, Missouri. Inasmuch as that 
point will be near many of our Hol- 
stein calf club members we anticipate 
that they will turn out in large 
numbers with some splendid indiviq- 
uals.

Piebe of York shown with the first 
herd was undefeated except at the 
National where they stood second, and 
in fact has won twenty-one out of 
twenty-two shows exhibited in the last 
two years. We are also told that the 
Get of this sire shown with the first 
string herd has lost only three blues 
in the last four years, the four-year 
circuit covering forty-four shows, an 
average of eleven shows a year. The 
two-year-old bull, King Piebe of York 
37th, was undefeated in class in 1928 
except at the National Dairy Show 
where he stood second in class, and 
was grand champion at all the other 
shows exhibited except at Eastern 
States where he met Sir Fobes Orms- 
by Hengerveld. 

Although Harold Robertson would 
be the last man to offer any alibi, it 
is only fair to say that at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show the herd ran into 
some very bad luck. Coming from the 
severe cold wave which struck Penn- 
sylvania at the time of the York Fair 
just before the National, all the herd 
suffered considerably from the _ in- 
tense heat at Memphis. The star of 
the herd, K P O Y 37th, and several 
others came down with an attack of 
hoof rot just before they reached the 
National, a disease which had previ- 
ously been unknown at the Robertson 
Farms. Then, too, one of the heifers 
which had always been shown with 
the first prize Get freshened just 
about the time the Get of Sire class 
was called, which rather disrupted 
this group. As a result, the herd did 
not look nearly as well at Memphis 
as it had at former shows or as it did 
the following week in South Carolina. 

Several sons of Sir Homestead Pon- 
tiac Beets have also been outstand- 
ing winners in calf and yearling form 
the past two years. This sire was 
purchased by Mr. Robertson a few 
years ago as his junior herd sire. 
Like King Piebe of York, he is a bull 
of Arden Farms breeding, being a 
son of King Segis Pontiac Count from 
an 1,100-lb. daughter of Piebe Laura 
Ollie Homestead King, the second 
dam being none other than Beauty 
Beets Walker, the first 1,000-lb. cow 
to have four 1,000-lb. daughters. This 
bull seemed to nick very well with 
King Piebe of York, and his offspring 
from daughters of the older bull 
show really remarkable promise. Of 
all the bad luck which has come to 
Mr. Robertson along with his good 
fortune, perhaps the most severe 


blow was the recent death of. this 

sire which leaves him undecided ag 

to what bull to use as his successor, 
More About Production 

Earlier in this story we referred to 
the fact that the herd average in the 
Robertson herd is nearly 15,000 Ibs, 
milk for thirty-two cows. This aver. 
age includes about a dozen cows that 
were not on _ semi-official test but 
were simply milked twice a day asa 
commercial dairy proposition. The 
other twenty, for the most part re- 
ceiving no extra feed or care, but 
milked four times a day and run on 
semi-official test, show an average of 
better than 17,580 lbs. milk with over 
750 lbs. butter or an average test of 
about 3.5% which is the advertised 
test of the Robertson Farms Special 
Holstein Milk. 

Among these producers we might 
mention King Piebe of York Inka 
Butter Boy, a two-year-old full sister 
to the famous grand champion, King 
Piebe of York 37th. Her figures are 
22,050.8 lbs. milk containing 916 lbs. 
butter, the record being the only one 
he has made in recent years which 
might possibly be considered as a 
forced record. Other producers in- 
clude King Piebe of York Alaska who 
has made an excellent record each 
year in heifer form and now at five 
years old has just finished with 947 
lbs. butter from 22,396.9 Ibs. milk. 
Another daughter of the same sire, 
King Piebe of York Friend, as a four- 
year-old, made 923 Ibs. butter from 
22,969.3 lbs. milk. Lady Murat Lick- 
ing, who will be remembered as the 
calf that Robertson brought with him 
from Ohio and dam of King Piebe of 
York 39th, at eight years old has re- 
cently produced 22,257.2 lbs. milk 
containing 826 lbs. butter. Another 
of the foundation cows, Rag Apple 
Veeman Sunbeam, at seven years old 
has just about 900 lbs. butter from 
well over 19,000 lbs. milk. An in- 
teresting record is that of King Piebe 
of York Albina, who had the misfor- 
tune to lose two quarters of her 
udder, but from the remaining two 
quarters produced 19,440 Ibs. milk 
containing 753 Ibs. butter. 

Of the twenty records which avel- 
age over 17,000 lbs. milk and 750 Ibs. 
butter four or five were made in the 
305-day division and over half of them 
were in heifer form, all but one of 
them being what Will Moscrip calls 
“glorified C. T. A. records.”

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the Robertson Farm, I went through 
the calf barn and sought in vain for 
one that might be characterized as a 
sloper. I am not saying, of course, 
that every calf in the barn was a can- 
didate for All-American honors, but I 
do not know that I have ever visited 
a herd where the average type was 
so high for every calf in the barn, and 
there must have been twenty or more 
of them there under a year old: Mr. 
Robertson assured me that he had 
never vealed a calf by King Piebe 
of York, but in spite of that fact he 
had hardly a bull in the barn of ser- 
vice .age with the exception of those 
which he has had on the show circuit 
and, of course, the herd sire. It was 
very evident that the _ breeding 
troubles in the Robertson herd are 
a thing of the past, for with a milking 
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herd of from thirty to thirty-five 
cows he had in his calf barn better 
than twenty calves and in an adjacent 
barn about twenty-five bred yearling 
heifers, which, allowing for the fact 
that some of the cows must have had 
bulls, would indicate about a 100% 
breeding herd for at least the past 
two years. 

After we returned to the house, Mr. 
Robertson got out his papers and 
showed me by his registry certificates 
that he has quite a number of cows 
in his herd that during the eight 
years he has been in the business 
have had from six to eight calves. 
One of these is old Inka Korndyke 
Fayne Butter Boy, now thirteen years 
old and dam of the famous “37th,” 
who has had eight calves since com- 
ing to York.

Rag 
Apple Veeman Sunbeam who has re- 
cently made a 900-lb. record as aq 
seven-year-old, has had six calves and 
is soon due again, several of her off- 
spring having been successful mem- 
bers of various Robertson show herds 
in recent years. 


Among the older cows one of the 
most prized members of the herd is 
Loyalsock Korndyke Witra, whose 
senior three-year-old record of 1,074 
lbs. butter is a Pennsylvania state 
record. She has a daughter in the 
herd by King Piebe of York that is 
just going on test as a two-year-old 
and milking about 2,000 lbs. a month, 
This daughter has a son by the Home- 
stead bull that is a possible prospect 
for junior herd sire in the future. She 
also has a daughter by the Home- 
stead bull that was a_e successful 
member of the 1928 show herd. I 
missed seeing one of the most prolific 
members of the herd, Netherland 
Segis De Kol, who has recently been 
sent to the butcher at seventeen years 
old, after producing better’ than 
7,500 lbs. milk in considerably less 
than a year and dropping two calves 
within the year.

Mr. Robertson is his own veterinar- 
ian, having taken a course in the 
Graham Breeding School to which 
course he gives considerable credit 
for the regular breeding qualities of 
his herd. His work as a “vet,” how- 
ever, is only a small part of his job. 
He actively oversees every detail of 
the operations of the farm, works out 
the rations fed to his cows and upon 
occasion takes his turn at milking the 
four-time string. During the show 
season, he attended every show at 
which his cattle were entered, even 
when he had two herds making the 
shows in the east and middle west 
the same week, doing the lion’s share 
of the leading in and showing at the 
entire sixteen shows. In addition to 
his own business, Mr. Robertson is 
very active as secretary of the Penn- 
sylvania Federation of Holstein Clubs, 
and although this is supposed to be 
only a part time job at a nominal 
salary he is doing about as much 
constructive work for the breed as 
any full time state secretary on 
record, although having his work so 
well organized that he is able to 
handle it in addition to his regular 
job, which is breeding, milking, and 
showing Holsteins, and selling their 
products—milk and calves. My visit 
to Robertson Farms was a real 
inspiration as his success has been 
to countless others who have visited 
the farm and who know the story of 
what the Holstein cow has  ac- 
complished here.

The extension system 
as contemplated, that is, with a man 
and a woman agent in each agricul- 
tural county, was about half com- 
pleted, with the agricultural work 
much in advance of other phases. 
With the provision in the Capper- 
Ketcham Act have been available, 
money appropriated shall be used for 
the payment of salaries of extension 
agents in counties and that these 
agents shall be men and women “in 
fair and just proportions,” it was felt 
that work with farm boys and girls 
and farm women would be greatly 
stimulated, a hope which is apparent- 
ly to be realized. 

“Marked progress will unquestion- 
ably be made,’”’ states Director War- 
burton, “toward rendering the infor- 
mation of the State agricultural eol- 
leges and the department availaplie 
to every farm man, woman, boy and 
girl who may desire it.” 





In May 1918 the tuberculin testing 
of herds in New York State was 
begun under the Accredited Herd 
Plan and in cooperation with the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. On July 1, 1918, 3 herds, repre- 
senting 192 cattle, were operating 
under the Accredited Herd Plan: on 
October 1, 1928, 114,230 herds, repre- 
senting 1,175,908 cattle, were operat- 
ing under the Accredited Herd Plan 
or 64% of the herds and cattle in the 
State.
